Dear Mr. President: 

 

In accordance with Article II, Section 17 of the Maryland Constitution, today 

I have vetoed Senate Bill 366 – Allegany County – Alcoholic Beverages – 

Eligibility for Class B–BT (Buffet Theater) License. 

 

This bill alters the types of entertainment that an establishment in Allegany 

County may provide to its customers to be eligible for a Class B–BT (Buffet 

Theater) beer, light wine and liquor license to include live acoustic–style 

music and feature films. 

 

House Bill 376, which was passed by the General Assembly and signed by 

me, accomplishes the same purpose.  Therefore, it is not necessary for me to 

sign Senate Bill 366.
